While he offered hope and a pro- 
position for peace arrived at reas- 
onably, he himself demonstrated 
that he is quite realistic about all 
this himself. 


Suggests Arms Speed-Up 


He did so by offering two sug- 


gestions, the one explained above 
for peace through peaceful means, 
and this: 


He urged a vast speed-up in the 


production of U. S. atomic wea- 
pons, so the armed forces can be 
equipped with them in far greater 
variety, for "more security for the 
United States." 


In other words, while he sug- 


gested a peaceful settlement, he 
urged the U. S. to be prepared

Former Cnpone 
Gang Mobsters 
Retain Treedom 


ATLANTA, (AP)—Two former 


members of the Al Capone gang 
won a federal couit fight yester- 
day to remain out of prison on 
paroles granted in 1947. 


It was the second time since 


1947 that Federal Judge Marvin 
Underwood ordered the paroles of 
Louis (Little New York) Cam- 
pagna and Charles (Cherry Nose) 
Gioe reinstated. 


Judge Underwood ruled that the 


government produced only meager 
evidence, if any, that the two 
violated their paroles. They were 
convicted in 1943 of conspiring to 
extort a million dollars from the 
movie industry, and sentenced to 
serve 10 years imprisonment and 
pay $10,000 fines each. 


After serving a third of their 


sentences, Campagna and Gioe 
were paroled. These later were re- 
voked by the U.S. parole board. 


Judge Underwood ordered the 


paroles reinstated in 1948 but was 
overruled by the circuit court of 
appeals. The mobsters appealed to 
the U.S. supreme court, where a 
tie vote cleared the way for a 
retrial in U.S. district court. 


Yesterday's ruling held that the 


granting of a parole is a matter 
of grace but that evidence of 
parole violation is necessary for 
revocation.

216,722.

Conaiit's Cool Mind Cuts 
Through Murk of War Talk 


Rarely does Dr. James Bryant Conant of Harvard speak 


publicly without stirring the mind and conscience of the 
nation. 


Amid the clamor of voices shouting that a third world 


war is inevitable, Conant offers a calmer counsel. He de- 
clares that war can be averted, albeit by only "the narrow- 
est of margins." 


Though Conant is a scientist, he is also an astute ob- 


server of world affairs. His forecasts are never reckless but 
always informed and careful. 


For the next decade at least, he sees no release from the 


constant strain of war threat. But he still believes the great 
storm will not descend. Time and again, he is convinced, 
one or the other of the major antagonists will hold back be- 
cause their military leaders won't be able to guarantee final 
success. 
*

This will be so, says Conant, because the United States 


and Russia will be in such relative balance militarily that 
neither can hope for crushing advantage. He sees this stale- 
mate as prelude to a "great settlement" after the 1960's get 
under way. And he believes a period of genuine peace may 
then be ushered in. 


Conant's crystal ball tells him it is the West's renewal 


of its armament which creates a stalemate and sets the stage 
for an accord. Not the "magic of atomic bombs" but bal- 
anced military forces enable the Western powers to equate 
their strength with Russia's. ' 


In fact, he clearly thinks the atomic bomb and the whole 


concept of atomic energy is being vastly overplayed by gen- 
erals, statesmen and scientists alike. It's his view that as 
time passes nations will see the bomb as more a libility than 
an asset. 
*

Future scientists, he says, may look back on the 1950's 


not as the period when atomic energy came into use but the 
time when certain tools were devised which assisted toward 
the ultimate use of solar energy. It is this to which Conant 
turns as the likeliest source of unlimited cheap power in the 
decades ahead.

Conant's sharply reasoned perspective on our future 


should arouse hope in many hearts. But it must be noted 
that he is not counseling laxity in defense. On the contrary: 
he sees the avoidance of war as the direct consequence of 
really adequate preparedness. 


"Frontiers must be protected against invasion by hu- 


man beings ready to die if necessary," he says. '.'And those 
frontiers are for us in the United States the world frontiers 
of freedom." 


The tempered tones of a Conant are the perfect prescrip- 


tion for America in a time when men are moved either to 
wax hysterical over our peril, or to take .the even worse 
course of ignoring their danger. Conant does neither; yet 
he does not see war.

The ultimatum is not a device calculated to smooth the 


progress of diplomatic discussion. Britain undoubtedly made 
a mistake when its representative at the recent Iranian oil 
talks handed an "or else" statement to Premier Mossadegh. 


Mossadegh now has chosen to compound the error by 


issuing an ultimatum to Britain to resume talks within two 
weeks or get your technicians out of the oil refinery at 
Abadan. 


There's no question that Mossadegh, irked by Britain's 


ultimatum and driven by his country's extremists, felt it nec- 
essary to be utterly unbending in attitude. But when he 
broke off the talks he found he had gone too far. Many 
members of the Iranian parliament did not support that 
move. 


Nor do they support his current ultimatum. Unable to 


win approval of the lower chamber, Mossadegh has insisted 
upon flinging the gauntlet to Britain anyway. 


What is needed is a less stiff-backed manner on Britain's 


part, and an Iranian team on the other side which is not 
goaded by fear of assassination into acts of wild, unreason- 
ing extremism. It's possible those conditions might never 
exist so long as Mossadegh is premier.

Embaraeaed by Presence of Political Judge

NEW YORK—The committee on justice of the New York Civil 


and Criminal Bar association recently assumed jurisdiction over the 
West Point scandal in which a number of cadets were dismissed with- 
out honor for reasons not clearly stated to the public.

merly th« Criminal Bar association, is a group of 
about 500 lawyers, most of them engaged in crim- 8j 
inal practice, it has no more jurisdiction in this 
case than the Elks, Moose or the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of I-Will-Arise.

of the association and now chairman of the board 
of directors and counsel to the committee on jus- 
tice, has undertaken to agitate the case by propa-

In cases involving alleged violations of the West 
Point code of honor, a cadet cannot be dismissed except by una£~ 
mous vote of the honor committee composed of 16 cadets. The pub- 
lic was not told precisely what did constitute due process in the so-

Acne is considered to be a skin 


disease and largely confined to 
boys and girls of teen ages though 
older people, as in the case, of 
Mrs1. D.'s husband, are sometimes 
afflicted. Now the exact cause of 
acne is still unknown. 


The pimples do contain one or 


more kinds of germs, but the 
"ripe" white head or pimple con- 
sists of a mixture of pus, germs, 
skin oil, and destroyed tissue cells. 
The pimples appear most common- 
ly on the face, neck, upper part of 
the chest and shoulders, and are 
compartively rare on other parts 
of the body. 


The treatment of acne is admit- 


tedly not entirely 
satisfactory. 


Nevertheless many cases can be 
helped and many can be complete- 
ly cured. Local treatment of the 
skin can often be extremely help- 
ful. Just what preparation should 
be put on, however, should be left 
to the judgment of the doctor in 
charge, partly because what helps 
one persons may not help another 
and may Indeed be harmful. 


Attention to the general health 


is equally important. It is almost 
always true that excessive eating 
of aweets or starches will make an 
acne condition worse. 


Many of those who have acne 


notice that the condition is much 
better in the summer when their 
skin is exposed to sunlight. By a 


combination of appropriate local 
and general measures a tperson 
with acne can be helped a great 
deal in most cases. 


AFFECTS PERSONALITY 


One of the things about acne 


which should always be mentioned 
if pimples appear on the face is 
the effect of the disease on the 
'personality of/thelyoungster. Acne 
frequently comes when a young- 
ster is in the middle teens and ex- 
tre.mely sensitive to social con- 
tacts. 
. I have talked with some adults 
about this and some of them have 
told me that the disease gave 
them 
a 
permanent 
inferiority 


complex. 


It should be realized that acne 


is generally a temporary disease 
and will disappear after awhile. In 
the meanwhile a youngster should 
force himself or herself to take 
part in the usual social events and 
to go to parties, ignoring the con- 
dition as much as possible. 


In an adult, such as Mrs. D's 


husband, the problem is some- 
what different. Here the condition 
must be treated pretty much as a 
pure skin disease. The aid of a 
skin specialist should be obtained 
and his advice followed to the end 
that the condition will clear up 
entirely.

AFL leaders today assembled evi- 
dence to put before the United Na- 
tions charging that Soviet Russia 
is engaging in kidnapings in West- 
ern Germany, Austria and other 
free areas of occupied countries. 


A resolution calling upon the 


U.N. to launch a full investigation 
also was being readied for intro- 
duction at the AFL convention 
here, probably Friday. 


That resolution will be based on 


documents collected and verified 
by the AFL's hard-hitting Euro- 
pean staff. Members include Irv- 
ing Brown, who has been fighting 
to rebuild in Europe free trade 
unions friendly to the U.S. and the 
West generally. 


Brown told a reporter the ma- 


terial has been carefully assem 
bled to show that 'persons are 
being snatched from their homes 
or places of business in West Ger- 
many and elsewhere, and spiritet 
behind the Iron Curtain.

reviewing gun and boat tragedies 
caused by broken safety rules, 
says there's "no antidote" for 
some violations except common 
sense.

Schwartz 


recalls the nearly tragic case 
of the hunter on the public 
\\atvrfoul urea who built a tire 
in the bottom of his boat to 
keep hiniM'lf warm.

But Schwartz says keeping the 


six cardinal rules of gun safety 
can help further reduce the na- 
tional toll of hunters huit by gun- 
shot. 


In 1941, 6.4 peisons per 100,- 


000 licensed shooteis in the coun- 
try were fatally hurt. By 1950, 
this rate was cut in half. 


Although Illinois has no of- 


ficial records (there's no law 
in the state requiring report- 
ing of hunting accidents), Sch- 
wartz MI>'N ho doesn't believe 
the state ever lost more than 
11 hunters in a year. Illinois has 
about 500,000 licensed hunters 
annually.

Twenty trucking firms Jn Illi 


nols and a construction company 
combined yesterday in two law 
suits to test the constitutionality 
of the state's higher truck, bus 
and trailer license fees. 


The two suits were filed in sep- 


arate cities, one, in behalf of six 
small carriers, was filed in Spring- 
field. The other, listing 15 plain- 
tiffs, was filed in Geneva, 111. 


Seek Injunction 


Both suits seek' an injunction 


to restrain enforcement of the 
higher fee law, which was author- 
ized by the last legislature. It is 
effective Jan. 1. 


The law, an amendment to the 


motor vehicle law, raises fees on 
a basis of gross weight, including 
the maximum weight of the ve- 
hicle and its maximum load. 


The suits contended the fees 


are confiscatory, unreasonable and 
discriminatory. 


Attorneys in the Springfield suit 


contended the new fees would 
boost rates from 200 to 400 per 
cent above 1950. 


More Than Revenue 


The Geneva suit plaintiffs claim- 


ed, among other things, the fees 
in many cases would be more than 
the trucking firms' revenue in 
1950 or anticipated revenues in 
1951.
